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In dreaming 
actions same 
as at show 


In dreaming, your behavior in 
bed is much the same as though 
you were at a Broadway show, two 
University of Chicago scientists 
said the other day. 

That is, just before your dream 
“show” begins, you move and turn 
restlessly in bed—just as people 
twist and turn in their seats in a 
theatre before the curtain goes up. 

Once the dream starts, your 
body movements stop, except for 
minor ones, such as finger twitch- 
ing. But, at the end of the dream, 
“large” body movements immedi- 
ately begin again—analagous to 
people in a theatre preparing to 
leave —said physiologists William 
Dement and Nathaniel Kleitman. 

They told about it at the annual 
meeting of the Federation of Am- 
erican Societies for Experimental 
Biology in reporting various new 
findings about dreams based upon 
studies made with instruments 
which record eyeball movements 
brain waves, and body movements. 

These scientists previously had 
established that eye movements 
during sleep are connected with 
periods of dreaming—and these 
movements are detectable by elec- 
trodes attached to the eyelids. 
Eyes tell dream content 

They reported that the nature 
of the eye movements is related 
to the “content” of dreams. 

That is, up-and-down movements 
are connected with dreams involv- 
ing climbing and similar activities 
—presumably including the awful 
type where you're falling from a 
height. 

On the other hand, side-to-side 
eye movements characterize 
dreams concerned with “watching” 
activities on a horizontal plane. 

Describing studies of the dreams 
of 20 people, the scientists said 
dreams were recalled by the sub- 
jects in 130 out of 160 cases fol- 
lowing eye movements. 


~ Here are some other findings of 


the study: 

1. Contrary to older ideas that 
dreams take place almost instan- 
taneously, some dreams can last 
as long as an: hour. 

2. The average person spends 
about two hours a night in sweet 
or not-so-sweet dreams—and the 
longer the time you sleep after 
your dream stops, the less your 
chances to remember it. 


Baby suffers 
bone fractures 
prior to birth 


Physicians in Bedford, Indiana, 
said that a boy born recently had 
suffered from 30 to 40 bone frac- 
tures before his birth. All, except 
one apparently suffered during 
birth, had healed properly, 

The child, Kevin Lee Sluder, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Sluder, 
was reported perfectly normal in 
all other respects, Doctors said 
he was suffering from defective 
bone structure, 

The 23-year-old mother said she 
had not fallen or been in an 
accident, 

Doctors said X-rays indicate the 
baby had suffered its first frac- 
tures 2 to 2!, months before birth. 
The boy had suffered fractures of 
both legs, right shoulder, all ribs 
and many other bones, 

There was no brain damage, 
physicians said, although the skull 
is ‘“paper-thin.” 

The Sluders have two other 
children, Kim Eugene, three, and 
Keith, five, who are normal. 

Doctors said the child apparent- 
ly is not suffering from a calcium 
deficiency. They said it is im- 
possible now to tell whether Kevin 
Lee's legs will be able to hold him 
when he tries to walk in about a 
year. 

They said the most serious prob- 
lem is protecting the brain from 
damage, The child is at home and 
is being watched carefully,

Lowest rate 
of convictions 


REGINA. — Saskatchewan had 
the lowest rate of convictions for 
indictable offences for the whole 
of Canada in 1953, states Hon. J, 
H. Sturdy, minister of social wel- 
fare. 

Saskatchewan had only 12 con- 
victions per 10,000 population com- 
pared to the national rate of 20, 
according to the 1953 “Statistics 
on Criminal and other Offences”, 
which has just been issued by ‘the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

New Brunswick and Newfound- 
land had the second best record 
for the nation with a rate of 13, 
Mr. Sturdy said. Rates per 10,000 
population for the other Canadian 
provinces are as follows: Alberta 
23; British Columbia 29; Manitoba 
19; Nova Scotia 23; Ontario 24; 
Prince Edward Island 25; Quebec 
14; Yukon and the North West 
Territories 29. 

Interesting to note, the minister 
said, is the fact that this prov- 
ince's record for serious offences 
necessitating long term sentences 
is much better than the national 
record. Just over two percent of 
those convicted for indictable of- 
fences in Saskatchewan were sen- 
tenced to federal penitentiaries 
compared to just under seven per- 
cent for Canada, whereas 45 per- 
cent of Saskatchewan convictions 
went to provincial institutions 
compared to 39 percent for Can- 
ada. Mr. Sturdy pointed out that 
only those committed to two years 
or more are sentenced to federal 
penitentiaries, while those with 
lighter sentences go to provincial 
jails and reformatories. 

These figures just issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics do 
not take into account minor of- 
fences which are dealt with sume 
marily, Mr. Sturdy said.

How to Skid-Proof Stairs 


ALLS on stairs are a common 

cause of home accidents, There 
are several ways to prevent such 
mishaps. One is ample lighting. 
Another is keeping the steps clear 
of toys, bottle cartons, rubbers, 
umbrellas and other items, 

A slippery surface is another 
cause of falls on steps, For smooth, 
unworn basement and attic steps,

cover the slippery surface with 
some Masonite Tempered Presd- 
wood one-quarter inch thick. Nail 
it down with the rough, screen side 
up, thus successfully skid-proofing 
the stairs, 

Other places for using this non- 
skid covering include the steps is 
a barn or other farm building, 
stairways to commercial or indus- 
trial lofts, steps to a child’s slide, 
treads of a step-ladder, top of a 
stool used to stand on, floor in the 
home or farm workshop. 

When the screen surface of the 
hardboard wears thin, after years 
of use, it’s an easy matter to re 
vlace the material.
